"J.  Howard  McGrath  has  been  crit¬ 
icized  for  his  recent  utterance,  not  be 
cause  he  is  a  Catholic,  but  because  ht 
showed  a  disposition  to  throw  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Constitution  overboard  in  order  te 
appease  the  clamorings  of  a  few  all- 
powerful  clericalists. 

“Union  of  church  and  state  prevails 
in  nearly  all  Catholic  countries.  The 
hierarchy  seeks  it  over  here,  but  its 
increasing  aggressiveness  is  meeting  in- 
creased  resistance.  POAU  and  its  sup- 
porters  ate  fighting  for  the  rights  of  all 
Americans,  regardless  of  their  faith. 
We  have  made  no  proposals  for  restrict¬ 
ing  the  religious  activities  of  any  sect, 
nor  have  we  engaged  in  name-caUing.

The  Senate  committee,  turning  from

Peddlers  of  drugs  sell  their  illegal  nar¬ 
cotics  even  on  school  eompuses. 

Home  Is  The  First  Line  Of  Defvnse 
Sen.  Tobey  celled  the  first  line  of  de¬ 
fense  against  the  inroads  of  the  dope 
traffic  the  home  itself.  He  said: 

“When  parents  bring  the  inspiration  of 
His  teachings  (Christ's)  into  the  hearts 
of  their  children  then  we  will  have  a 
righteous  and  a  new  America.” 

Sen.  Tobey  made  his  statement  follow¬ 
ing  publication  of  a  recent  survey  which 
showed  that  today  less  than  six  per  cent 
of  all  families  have  family  devotions  of 
any  kind.  Forty  years  ago  about  55  per 
cent  of  all  American  families  had  a 
home  worship  period  of  some  kind.

In  the  Bible,  we  read: 

“And  Elisha  died,  and  they 
buried  him.  And  the  hands  of 
tfie  Moabites  invaded  the  land 
at  the  coming  in  of  the  year. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they 
were  burying  a  man,  that,  be¬ 
hold,  they  spied  a  band  of  men; 
and  they  cast  the  man  into  the 
sepulchre  of  Elisha;  and  when 
the  man  was  let  down,  and 
touched  the  l>ones  of  Elisha,  he 
revived  and  stood  up  on  his 
feet”  (II  Kings  1:5:20-21). 

Similarly  do  virtues  grow  in  the 
graves  of  our  great  dead  and 
there  can  we  repair  for  courage 
and  wisdom.

So  hound  are  we  with  contract 
to  the  living — in  a  world  of  divis¬ 
ions  and  appallingly  subversive 
forces  exultantly  operative — ■ 
where  many  “jabber  argument, 
chop  logic,  worship  whirligig” — 
that,  under  Ood.  we  shall  hand 
down  our  blood-bequeathed  leg¬ 
acies  unreduced  in  quality  and  in 
quantity.  Bound  we  are  in  con¬ 
tract  with  all  unborn  to  see  to  it 
tliat  our  Baptist  blood  as  it  courses 
in  the  veins  of  posterity  shall  not 
be  frail,  but  strong  without  taint 
of  pollution.

Our  own  pastor  matio  an  excel¬ 
lent  rc|M>rt  of  tbe  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention.  He  had  been  sent 
as  a  messenger  from  tbe  church 
and  his  e\|>enses  had  been  paid. 
A  visitor  in  our  office  heard  us 
commenting  about  the  good  re¬ 
port  which  the  pastor  had  made. 
He  immediately  began  to  lament 
about  the  fact  that  his  own  pastor 
had  said  very  little  about  the  Con¬ 
vention. 

Since  thinking  al»out  some  of 
the  remarks  made  by  tills  visitor 
we  have  become  more  firmly  of 
the  opinion  that  pastors  and  other 
messenger*  who  attend  our  Con¬ 
ventions  should  report  back  to  the 
churches.

PtU  World  View:  "Our  C«*wh«> 
Femenil  had  done  good  work  this  year, 

IDd  the  World  Day  of  Prayer  Offering 
was  especially  good  When  we  began  it 
with  almost  9.000  pesos  for  1950  Our  Con¬ 
tention  voted  to  deduct  10%  of  this 
offering  and  send  it  to  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  in  Richmond  for  some  phase 
ef  world  missions.  This  year  we  are 
asking  that  it  be  sent  to  help  the  work 
of  our  Training  School  in  Rome.  We 
believe  this  thinking  of  the  world  as  our 
field  will  be  most  helpful  to  our  native 
women  Our  conventions  met  in  May. 

We  had  a  special  day  for  spiritual  prep¬ 
aration  for  the  general  convention.”— 
Minnie  D.  Mcltroy,  Buenos  Aires,  Ar¬ 
gentina. 

Prayar  Helps:  "We  have  jpst  closed 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Argentine- 
Piraguayan  Baptist  Convention.  There 
was  not  a  jarring  note  and  some  very 
important  and  difficult  matters  were 
discussed  We  believe  this  was  doe 
largely  to  the  fact  that  the  day  before 
the  convention  was  spent  in  prayer. 
There  were  319  messengers,  the  largest 
in  our  history.  Four  new  churches  were 
welcomed,  bringing  the  total  member¬ 
ship  to  nearly  10.000.” — Erhardt  S. 
Swenson,  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina. 

Untouched  Areas:  "Parana  is  sur¬ 
rounded  by  an  almost  untouched  mis¬ 
sionary  area  in  which  are  situated  at 
least  ten  cities  of  more  than  15,000  and 
up  to  50,000  people.

"The  reports  from  our  various  phases 
of  work  were  most  interesting,  the  ad¬ 
dresses  and  devotionals  were  well  pre¬ 
pared,  and  attendance  and  interest  con¬ 
tinued  to  the  very  end  of  a  full  week. 
Our  giving  for  the  Last  eight  month  was 
approximately  the  same  as  for  the  six¬ 
teen  month  preceding  the  centennial 
session.”— I.  N.  Patterson,  Nigeria,  West 
Africa.

Progress  Costs  Money 
The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  last 
year  approved  two  new  seminaries.  They 
will  require  substantial  amounts  this 
year  for  operating  coats  and  capital 
needs. 

This  means  that  Southwide  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  receipts  must  be  $300,009 
more  this  year  to  give  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  as  much  income  from  this 
source  as  last  year. 

But  progress  in  foreign  missions  costs 
money,  too.  Advance  cannot  continue  on 
the  basis  of  last  year’s  receipts.  This 
means  that  continued  foreign  mission 
advance  will  require  $500,000  more  in¬ 
come,  in  addition  to  the  $300,000  men¬ 
tioned  above.

The  Virginia  Story 

By  M.  S.  JACKSON 

Virginia  is  one  of  the  17  Monopoly 

states — that  is  the  state  owns  and  oper¬ 
ates  liquor  stares. 

EARLY  RESULTS 

“Hospital  reports  show  that  alcoholic 
cooes  increased  over  5SU%  in  Stauntsa, 
Virginia,  and  700%  in  Petersburg,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  state  hospitals  after  liquor  was 
legalised.' 

Police  court  records  show  that  drunk¬ 
enness  cases  in  courts  increased  110% 
average  for  13  cities  in  four  months  un¬ 
der  state  liquor  stores. 

The  Virginia  Department  at  Public 
Safety  show  that  permits  revoked  for 
drunken  driving  increased  686%  under 
legal  liquor. 

Federal  reports  show  that  illicit  stills 
destroyed  increased  in  the  state  from 
418  to  1,187  in  1136 — two  years  of  state 
controlled  liquor. 

CONDITIONS  TODAY 

In  1643.  there  were  only  14.982  com¬ 
mitments  to  city  and  county  jads  and 
jail  farms  in  Virginia  for  drunkenness, 
drunk  and  disorderly  conduct,  drinking 
in  a  public  place  and  operating  a  motor 
vehicle  under  the  influence  of  alcohol. 
Since  1943,  the  number  increased  from 
14.902  arrests  for  these  offenses  to 
50.637  in  1949. 

The  total  commitments  m  Virginia 
for  all  offenses  in  1943,  numbered  38,- 
212  and  in  1949.  98,877. 

A  sincere  effort  was  made  in  the  be¬ 
ginning  to  set  up  a  “control”  system 
which  would  serve  the  public  interest, 
and  this  system  has  been  well  adminis¬ 
tered;  nevertheless,  it  has  obviously 
failed  in  its  purpose.

Christian  Scientists 
Oppose  Flouridation 
Of  Water 

SAN  JOSE,  Calif  — (RNS>—  A  pro¬ 
posed  fluoridation  of  this  city's  water 
supply  to  combat  tooth  decay  has  been 
protested  on  religious  grounds  by  Chris¬ 
tian  Scientists  here. 

James  A.  Vincent  of  the  Christian 
Science  Committee  on  Publication  for 
Northern  California  told  the  city  council 
that  members  of  his  faith  did  not  op¬ 
pose  any  procedure  for  the  purifica¬ 
tion  of  water.  He  contended,  however, 
that  the  fluoridation  of  water  is  not  for 
purification  but  for  medication,  which 
is  directly  against  Christian  Science 
teachings.. 

Mr.  Vincent  said  that  since  the  fed¬ 
eral  and  state  constitutions  guarantee 
freedom  of  religion,  Christian  Scient¬ 
ists  do  not  believe  that  any  forms  of 
compulsory  medical  treatment  should  bo 
established  “which  infringe  such  free¬ 
dom.”

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Bolivar  County  Boptists 
Question  Candidates  On 
Low  Enforcement  Views 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Boli¬ 
var  County  Baptist  Association  in  meet¬ 
ing  on  June  26  unanimously  passed  Reso¬ 
lution  and  prepared  a  Questionnaire,  in 
regard  to  the  August  election. 

The  Resolution  states:  "There  has 
been  some  laxity  in  past  administrations 
in  the  enforcement  of  laws  prohibiting 
punch  boards,  slot  machines  and  other 
forms  of  gambling."  They  further  state 
that  "the  Christian  and  law  abiding 
citizens  of  Bolivar  County  feel  that  all 
of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Mississippi 
should  be  and  could  be  enforced  in 
Bolivar  County." 

Desiring  to  know  the  attitude  on  law 
enforcement  of  the  four  candidates  for 
sheriff’s  office,  this  committee  asks"' 
the  candidates  to  give  to  the  press  their 
views  on  the  following  questions: 

"1.  Do  you  agree  that  you  will  strict¬ 
ly  enforce  all  of  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Mississippi,  including  the  laws  pro¬ 
hibiting  the  possession  or  sale  of  in¬ 
toxicating  liquor  and  prohibiting  gambl¬ 
ing' 

“2.  If  your  answer  to  No.  1  is  in  the 
affirmative  will  you  further  agree  that 
you  will  enforce  such  satutes  not  only 
in  the  rural  areas,  but  in  the  towns, 
cities  and  throughout  ewry  part  of  Boli¬ 
var  County? 

"3.  Will  your  attitude  towards  law 
enforcement  be  only  a  passive  one  .  .  . 
or  will  you  take  the  initiative  and  see 
that  affidavites  for  search  warrants  are 
sworn  out,  and  serve  such  search  war¬ 
rant?" 

The  County  Prosecuting  Attorney  for 
Bolivar  is  requested  by  the  same  com¬ 
mittee  to  answer  the  following  ques¬ 
tions  through  the  press: 

"1.  Will  you  on  your  own  initiative 
agree  to  draw  up,  execute  and  svtear 
out  search  warrants  to'  search  the  prem¬ 
ises  of  such  person  or  persons  so  rea¬ 
sonably  suspected  of  such  violations  of 
the  law? 

"2.  Will  you  further  agree  to  vigorous¬ 
ly  prosecute  such  persons  where  the 
evidence  obtained  by  the  search  and 
seizure  or  other  evidence,  leads  you 
to  believe  that  such  persons  are  guilty 
of  an  offense  against  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Mississippi?"

PURELY  PERSONAL 

By  JOHN  L.  HILL 

Some  readers  of  this  paper  in  con¬ 
nection  with  their  trip  to  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Convention  found  opportunity  to 
view  the  Giorieta  Assembly,  grounds. 
While  the  subject  is  fresh  in  the  minds 
of  many  it  seems  proper  to  send  this 
personal  word  to  all  the  people  of  our 
Convention. 

A  Statement 

I  suppose  I  knew  as  much  about  New 
Mexico  as  the  average  non-resident 
Southern  Baptist.  I  had  visited  Monte¬ 
zuma,  Clovis,  Albuquerque,  Santa  Fe, 
Hobbs.  Inlow  Youth  Camp,  and  Carls¬ 
bad  Caverns;  but  I  knew  very  little 
about  New  Mexico.  Only  recently  it  was 
my  privilege,  with  my  good  friend,  Eual 
Lawson,  to  tour  the  state. 

In  territorial  size,  New  Mexico  is  the 
fourth  state  in  our  Union;  Hs  scenery 
of  mountains,  caverns,  plains,  and  white 
sand  is  unsurpassed;  it  excels  in  diver¬ 
sification  of  industries:  mining,  farm¬ 
ing,  stock  raising,  lumber,  oil,  gas— 
the  largest  gold  mine  in  the  Southwest 
has  just  been  discovered  in  New  Mexi¬ 
co.  New  Mexico  is  really  the  atomic 
experiment  ground  of  the  United  States, 
it  is  a  little  community  in  New  Mewico 
that  won  the  fight  for  separation  of 
church  and  staM  in  the  public  schools 
—no  longer  can  monks  or  nuns  teach 
in  schools  supported  by  public  taxation. 

I  was  greatly  impressed  with  the 
spirit  of  our  Baptist  people.  When  I 
first  visited  New  Mexico  at  Montezuma 
Assembly,  the  Mate  claimed  10,000  Bap¬ 
tists;  now  there  are  50,000.  Surely  the 
Holy  Spirit  led  the  Convention  in  the 
selection  of  Giorieta  as  its  second 
Southern  Assembly. 

A  Request 

"  In  view  of  this  simple  statement,  I 
have  a  request  to  make  of  every  reader: 
Know  Giorieta.  Historic  in  its  own  right 
as  the  scene  of  one  of  the  important 
battles  of  the  Civil  War  (Giorieta  Pass), 
Giorieta  is  19  miles  from  Santa  Fe. 
Highway  85,  lately  named  Pan  American 
Highway  from  Alaska  to  South  Ameri¬ 
ca,  passes  through  the  grounds  of  the 
assembly.  The  Santa  Fe  railroad  bor¬ 
ders  the  northern  limit  of  Giorieta. 

The  Convention  owns  1,500  acres  of 
land,  with  minimum  elevation  of  6,000 
feet,  ideally  situated  in  a  beautiful  area. 
A  water  well  yields  400  gallons  a  minute, 
there  is  a  storage  capacity  of  500,000 
gallons.  Roads  have  been  built  through 
the  grounds.  Two  houses  are  on  the 
grounds  and  are  occupied  by  the  man-

Liquor  will  never  .be  legalized  by  a 
vote  of  the  people  in  Mississippi,  with 
her  1,600  Baptist  churches,  and  other 
churches,  with  their  preachers,  officers, 
and  teachers  against  legalization.
